The dates of birth of Moses Dunham"and his brothers and sisters are 


copied from the Carver, Plymouth Co* records* He married in Carver and 
his children were born there* 

He, with his brothers and sisters moved to Hartford, Maine in 1805, 
and no further records of them are to be found in Carver# 

Moses Dunham, 6th,Hen* was horn In Carver, Masa# Jan, 23, 1757, and was 

one of a family of eleven children, all bom Carver, Mass, He married

Margaret Morton and they were the parents of eight children, born in 
Carver, and two (twins) bom in Hartford, Me* and who died In Hartford 
at an early age, Moses and Margaret(Motion) Dunham and their eight Child¬ 
ren, who were born in Carver, came with them when they moved in an ox¬ 
cart, In 1805, to Hartford, lfi» # l 

Moses Dunham had Unlisted, from Carver, in the Revolutionary War, at 
the beginning of the war, served under Washington at Bally Forge, and

according to the diary of one Maxim of Hartford, was company cobbler, 
who made the moccasins and repaired the shoes of the men of his company* 

He was present at the surrender of Cornwallis, at Yorktown, thus 
having served through the entire war, was discharded in 1783* 

Moses Dunham spent the last years of his life and died in the home 
of his son, Lemuel and was hurried in an old grave yard on 'Meetinghouse 
Hill, Hartford, Maine* 

There is an old, dark slate stone at his grave bearing the inscription: 

Moses Dunham 
”A Revolutloner” 

Lemuel,(7th Gen*) was second son of Moses and Margaret(Morton) Dunham, 
was born in Carver, moved to Hartford with his pi. rents, married, and with 
his wife, cleared and settled on a farmnear the eastern part of the town* 

He was a cobbler as well as a successful farmer, having cleared, planted 
and made a fine farm out of a regular wilderness* He served in the"War of 
1812-15” and received an honorable discharge from service, as had his father 
in the Revolutionary War* 

Lemuel Burnham married , first, Maxy(Bisbee) Bryant and they had four 
children, Mary, Phebe, Amanda and Lemuel. He married, second, Tabitha Briggs 
of Woodstock, Me. whose children were, Luther B. who died at 9 years of age, 
and Charles* 

After a busy life, he died suddenly, and was burrled in the same grave 
yard on Meetinghouse Hill, in which his father, already lay* 

The Sketches from the lives of Moses Dunham and his son, Lemuel Dunham, 
were told by Charles Dunham, grandson of Moses, as he had been told, and 
from personal rememberanee, to his daughter, Clara(Dunham)Cove11, at West 
Bethel, Me. July 29, 1907.
